This further breakdown in tables II, ITI, and IV does 
not include pay figures because payroll reports submitted to the com- 
mittee by some agencies are inadequate for this purpose. 


INSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table IT, p. 7) 


Federal personnel within the United States increased 2,278 from the 
June total of 2,412,527 to the July total of 2,414,805. 

Exclusive of the National Military Establishment there was an in- 
crease of 822 from the June total of 1,196,120 to the July total of 
1,196,942. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the National 
Military Establishment for July was 1,217,863, an increase of 1,456 
from the June figure of 1,216,407. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense decreased 21 from the June 
figure of 2,231 to the July figure of 2,210. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 483 from the June figure of 492,419 to the July figure 
of 491,936. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States increased 1,031 from the June figure of 274,670 to the 
July figure of 275,701. 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States increased 929 from the June figure of 447,087 to the July figure 
of 448,016. 

OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 


(See table ITI, p. 9) 


Outside continental United States, Federal personnel increased 82 
from the June figure of 184,235 to the July figure of 184,317. 

A decrease of 791 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the National Military Establishment, from the June figure 
of 63,470 to the July figure of 62,679. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for the 
National Military Establishment increased 873 from the June figure of 
120,765 to the July figure of 121,638. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 54 in overseas 
civilian employment, a decrease of 1. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 126 in overseas 
civilian employment from the June figure of 51,450 to the July figure 
of 51,576. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 657 in 
overseas civilian employment from the June figure of 35,017 to the 
July figure of 35,674. 

The Department of the Navy reported an increase of 91 in overseas 
civilian employment, from the June figure of 34,244 to the July figure 
of 34,335. 
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INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT 
(See table IV, p. 10) 


Total industrial employment during the month of July 1952 in- 
creased 66 from the June figure of 820,098 to the July figure of 820,164. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the National Military Establishment decreased 191 from the June 
figure of 28,999 to the July figure of 28,808. 

The National Military Establishment increased its total industrial 
employment by 257 from the June figure of 791,099 to the July figure 
of 791,356. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 1,837 from the 
June figure of 285,829 to-the July figure of 283,992. Inside conti- 
nental United States, Army industrial employment decreased 1,978, 
and outside continental United States, Army industrial employment 
increased 141. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 1,655 
from the June figure of 169,822 to the July figure of 171,477. Inside 
continental United States, Air Force industrial employment increased 
550, and outside continental United States, Air Force industrial em- 
ployment increased 1,105. 

The Department of the Navy reported an _incre ase of 439 from the 
June figure of 325,448 to the July figure of 325,887. Inside continental 
United States, Nav y industrial employment increased 407, and outside 
continental United States, Navy industrial employment increased 32. 

The term “industrial employees” as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled and supervisory employees paid by 
the Federal Government who are working on construction projects 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals. It does not 
include maintenance and custodial employees.
